The  Maple«Place  Jersey  Cattle. 

Having  learned  that  Mr.  John  F.  Max- 
field's  herd  of  Jersey  cattle  were  looking 
very  fine.  The  Citizen  dispatched  a  Re¬ 
porter  to  the  spot,  who  found  Mr.  Maxfield 
happily  considering  the  beautiful  deer-Hke 
animals,  and  gathered  from  him  much  in¬ 
formation,  all  of  which  he  here  retails 
to  the  listening  ears  of  our  readers. 

The  herd  numbers  twenty  cows  and 
two  calves,  just  imported.  Mr.  Maxfield 
had  already  two  bulls  and  nearly  as 
many  more  cows  and  heifers,  and  this  id 
dition  brings  his  stock  up  to  about  fifty 
head  of  as  fine  and  pure  bred  animals  as 
one  often  sees. 

By  Secretary  Folger’s  special  perinis 
sion,  the  present  herd,  accompanied  jby 
two  attendants,  were  shipped  direct  to 
Mr.  Maxfield.  They  came  by  the  Morris 
Canal  from  the  dock,  arriving  here  Jfily 
12,  and  are  now  “  in  quarantine  ”  in  an 
airy  shed  until  the  23d  of  September.  One 
of  the  two little|heifer  calves  (No.  497)  was 
born  on  the  Channel  voyage,  and  the  sec 
retary  of  the  Jersey  Club  put  its  number 
about  its  neck  with  padlock-.  and  chain 
and  named  it.  The  other  is  a  young 
beauty,  bom  on  the  passage  to  this  eoun 
try.  and  unnamed,  until  the  present  scribe

heifer  *■  Leonia”  (No.  496) 
pure  bml  calves,  of  a  delicate 
fawn  color— a  prize  winner  on  the  island 
—and  the  Uttle  calf  (No.  497)  was  called 
“  Sir  George's  Leonia"  befofe  it  left  Eng¬ 
land,  and  has  a  decided  trace  of  both  pa¬ 
rentages  All  of  theet  cows  are  gentle,  and 
their  milking  qualities  are  very  high. 
Mr.  Maxfield  at  present  gets  about  a  hun¬ 
dred  quarts  a  day.  from  fourteen  of  them. 
The  usual  yield  is  from  ten  to  sixteen 
quarts,  but  instances  are  not  uncommon 
where  it  rises— as  in  one  cow  of  Mr.  Max 
field's  called  “  Hill’s  Maid  of  Jersey” 
—to  twenty -eight  and  thirty  quarts 
a  day.  This  cow,,  “  Mill  s  Maid,”  produced 
eighteen  pounds  of  butter  a  week. 

The  two  bulls,  which  the  reporter  also 
saw.  are  “  Maxfisld's  Young  Duke” 
(whose  dam  is  “  Hill's  Maid  ”)  and  a  small¬ 
er  animal,  a  yearling,  named' "Minnie's 
Duke."  “Young  Duke”  is  four  years 
old,  an  imported  bull,  somewhat  large, 
long  bodied,  and  heavy,  with  consider¬ 
able  repute  already  as  a  getter  of  good 
stock.  The  yearling  is  a  graceful,  good 
tempered  animal  of  a  lighter  build,  and 
is  regarded  as  very  valuable. 

The  herd  did  very  well  in  health  on  the 
voyage,  and  look  well  now,  except 
“  Mont  Felard’e  Fancy  ”  (No.  116),  a  nice 
“Carlo”  heifer,  which  was  quite 
sick,  and  was  kept  up  on  brandy.  She 
appears  a  little  scrawny,  hut  is  fast  re¬ 
covering.  The  laiy 
cattle  in  the  United 
Darling,  of  the 
refused  an  offer  of  $200,000  for  his  herd 
some  time  ago.  It  will  well  repay  any  of 
our  readers  to  stroll  down  on  Franklin 
Street,  and  get  a  view  of  the  Maxfield  herd 
while  it  is  kept  together  by  the  require¬ 
ments  of  quarantine;  for  it  will  stand 
comparison  —  exempt  in  numbers  —  with 
any  similar  collection.

This 
last  bull  is  the  property  of  Mr.  Havemey- 
er,  and  was  imported  two  years  ago. 


“They  were 
all  dressed  in  a  kind  of  uniform,  the  men

The  attendants  have 
now  returned,  and  Mr.  Maxfield’s  own 
men  have  the  eare  of  the  herd. 

To  those  who  are  ignorant  of  the  facts 
it  may  be  as  well  to  say  that  “Alderney" 
cattle  are  not  imported.  What  pass  as 
such  are  “Jerseys”  or  “Guernsey.” 
These  names  are  from  the  Channel  Isl¬ 
ands,  between  England  and  France; 
made  famous  to  modern  ears  by  Victor 
Hugo’s  resilience*  and  one  of  his  stories 
(“The  Toilers  of  the  Sea”),  and  also  by  the 
fact  that  Mrs.  Langtry  is  popularly  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  begun  her  captivating  ca¬ 
reer  therabouts  as  a  “  Jersey  Lily.”  The 
imported  animals— bulls,  cows,  and  calves 
— are  distinguished  by  a  chain  with  a  pad 
lock  fastened  about  the  horns,  or,  in  fhe 
caBeof  a  calf,  about  the  neck.  Each  pad¬ 
lock  has  a  number,  and  the  duplicate 
keys  are  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of 
the  American  Jersey  Cattle  Club  in  this 
country,  who  unlocks  the  padlock  and 
registers  the  name  and  number  and  ped¬ 
igree.  The  numbers  are  also  branded 
on  the  right  horn  of  the  mature  animals. 

Mr.  Maxfield’s  present  importation  of 
cows  are  all  two  year  olds,  are  bred  to 
the  best  bulls,  and  are  from  the  purest 
stock.  It  is  the  bulls  that  give  the  tone 
to  the  herd,  and  in  this  connection  it  njay 
be  added  that  Samuel  J.  Tilden,  of  GrAm- 
ercy  Park,  owns  the  famous  bull  “Di-
